{was beaten to the United States by 
only 40 seconds. The quota was 
exhausted by this shipload of Por- 
tugese natives’ which arrived at 
Providence, R. I. 

Those, including Mrs. Lemos, who 
were landed at New York were de- 
tained at Ellis Island for deport- 
ation until November 1, when her 
husband, through the local attorney, 
Claire D..
